FINANCIAL CONDITION SHOWN 
BY FEDERAL TAX STATISTICS

WASHINGTON, June 14.—Los Angeles has again demon- 
strated her healthy financial and business condition. The income 
tax report made in 1924 for business done for the year of 1923 
which has just been made public shows that 145,606 of Los An- 
geles population made income tax returns. This figure carries a 
great deal of significance when it is compared to 95,984 returns 
for San Francisco and 617,109 for the entire State of California. 

To grasp further the significance of the tax return for Los 
Angeles it is well to take into consideration the fact that Call- 
fornia herself was no laggard as a whole, but stands well up at 
the top of the list of States. California is fourth on the list being 
topped only by New York, Pennsylvania and Illinois, in the order 
named. 

Los Angeles county with 38.8 per cent of the State's returns 
is, probably only surpassed in evidence of a healthy condition by 
the figures of Los Angeles city and the fact that of this tremend- 
ous proportion of her share of income tax returns the city of 
Los Angeles has contritfuted 28.15 per cent of the total for the 
State, whose tax return in dollars and cents amounted to $1,714,- 
581,490 with an average return of $3316 and a net return to the 
Federal government of $40,254,388 which means an average of 
$78 for each person making a return. 

The total incomes reported for the whole United States were 
7,698,321 and the aggregate net income was $26,336,27%7,843 and

A widely read student publication 
Prints an article containing this 
statement: 

“We want to tell the foreigners 
and powers to change their policy 
toward China or a new Boxerdom 
is sure to come sooner or later, and 
when it comes it will be something 
which will make the Japanese 
earthquake a small incident, in- 
deed.” 

The powers’ representatives in 
Shangha! today are frankly 
alarmed at the situation, the grow- 
ing antiforeigniem and hate, par- 
ticularly against the British and 
Japanese, but affecting the others. 

The diplomatic commission sent 
to Shanghal by the Peking lega- 
tions for the purpose of investigat- 
ing, today are asking for full pow- 
er to negotiate in the hope of les- 
sening the tension. K. Gerry 
Greene of Boston, American mem- 
ber, stated this afternoon that the 
condition is most serious and the 
commission racticaly at a loss 
to know how té proceed to lessen 
the tension which is sweeping over 
the country. 


FIFERCENESS GROWING 

Reports from the interior tell 
the story of the tor fierceness 
of the mobs, typified by the at- 
tacks agalnst the British and Jad 
anese con@essions at Kia Kiang.

the British and Japanese consu- 
lates.

The Shanghai situation is com- 
paratively quiet. Nevertheless, 
there are still a few incidents of 
foreigners being stoned when they 
venture out of the settlement Um- 
ite. The strike continues, with 
more than forty ships tied up in 
the harbor. The cotton mille are 
closed, with 60,000 operatives idle 
and the shops and native banks are 
closed, refusing to do business with 
foreigners. 

RAPID UNIFICATION

Dublin is New City; Hotels 
Report Increase of 
Tourist Travel

DUBLIN, June 13.—A couple of 
years ago, when one predicted that 
the Irish Free State would make 
good, the prediction was received 
everywhere with a certain amount 
of skepticism. A few optimists 


mists declared there was little or 
no hope. 

Today I am able to say with- 
out fear of contradiction that the 
Free State has made good and 
more than made good. Ireland to- 
day is on its way to becoming more 
prosperous than ever before. There 
is a new spirit eof hopefulness 
among the peple. 

CTTY PAVED 

Returning to Dublin after near- 
ly a year’s absence, I am struck 
immediately by the immense im- 
provement in the physical condi- 
tion of the city. Formerly it was 
oe of the worst paved cities in 
the world, comparable only with 
the little Balkan capitals. The 
street in front of the government 
offices wis a morars through which 
one waded in mud in wet weather 
end was swept by dust in dry 
weather. The same was true of 
Dame street, near Dublin Castle, 
College Green, and many other 
leading thoroughfares. ow the 
people move about the street with 
a new bustle and the city is more 
like a Middle Western American 
— than old, sleepy, dirty, Dub- 
in. 

This improvement ifs directly the 
work of the State sgovern- 
ment, which has abolished the old 
inefficient grafting, meddling cor- 
poration and appointed three com- 
missioners to run the city. They 
have run it so well that they have 
reduced the city taxation 25 per 
cent, while giving improvements 
years overdue. 


REPUBLIC IS DEAD 

The republican government is 
dead. When I last visited the gov- 
ernment office I was met by armed 
men at the door and escorted to 
the President's room under guard. 
Today I was told to walk in and 
find my own way. 

A year ago everyore was won- 
derfing what the Republicans 
would do next. Today one never 
hears of them. Eamonn de Valera 
still calle himself President of the 
Republic, and Mary MacSwiney 
poses as envoy of the Republic to 
America, but neither is ever men- 
tioned in the Irish press, and their 
following is melting like ice in the 
July sun. 

Negotiations, I am told, are now 
going on by which a large propor- 
tion of Republican deputies will 
take their seats in the Dail Eireann. 
taking the oath to the British King 
and forming a constitutional oppo- 
sition. If thie ts accepted the Re- 
publican government in Ireland is 
beyond revival.

Dr. Young for several hours aft+ 
er his first admission of guilt 
felgned insanity and a lapse of 
memory. He declined to remember 
the incriminating phases of his 
crime.

—and not until he stood over the 
decomposed body of the woman he 
had once loved did he tell. 

Dr. Young collapsed as he viewed 
the body of his wife. He fell in the 
arms of a detective and began 
stutter like an infant.

Dr. Young Betrayed in Pride 
of Murder Plan 


Held Confident Attitude All 
Through Interim 


Haughty Fashion 


Dr. Thomas Young believed he 
| had completed “the perfect crime” 
when he sealed the body of his

McGee, a respected and trusted 
business man in Carthage for thir- 
ty-five years, died May 31, last. 
He was paid a high tribute for 
his trustworthiness when he was 
buried, and held uf as an exam- 
ple for the younger generation to 
follow. 
The day after he died several 
persons came into the office he 
had occupied and asked, how they 
stood. They had trusted their 
money and deeds to McGee with 
the understanding that he invest 
their savings where he saw fit.

He looked up their rec- 
ords, and almost immediately ir- 
regularities and duplications were 
revealed. He found several per- 
sons, for instance, holding notes 
on the same piece of property. 
The shortage, so far, is about 
$75,000, it is asserted, and the 
amount fs rising daily.

When the case reaches a final 
hearing at the capital next October 
the whole stirring history of the 
Choc-Chick battle with the govern- 
ment for its $60,000,000 of tribal 
funds and many more millions it 
has never received, will be re- 
viewed. 

McMurray went into the old In- 
dian Territory in 1897, when the 
Dawes Commission was breaking 
up into farms of equal area or 
value the rich tribal estates of the 
five civilized tribes, giving an al- 
lotment to each borne on 
the citizenship rolls. 

In 1898 the government con- 


cluded the famous Atoka agree- 
ment with the Choctaws and Chick- 
asawe whereby it was proposed to 
sell off all the rich lands of the 
tribes unallotted and held in com- 
mon. The Indians realized that as 
long as they held the valuable 
agricultural, mineral and timber 
resources of their country, which 
was 250 miles long and 125 miles 
wide, they would be subject to the 
white man's covetousness. 


When it became apparent that 
the tribal property was to be con- 
verted into money and distributed 
pro rata, feeling developed against 
about 4000 persons who were de- 
clared to be on the citizenship rolis 
without right. For years the In- 
dians had welcomed “squaw men“ 
or whites who had married Indian 
girls. The wealth of the Choc- 
Chick maidens had made them rich 
prey for a certain class of white 
men. 


A contract was made with Mc- 
Murray's firm by which it under- 
took to purge the rolls. It was

Inspector Moffatt, Cowboy, 
Adventurer to Retire 


Is Author of Many Stories 
Basxd on Experiences 


Became Member of Police 
Force Back in 1887

When the sun rises over the 
Wavering skyline of the Sierras on 
July ist, Inspector of Detectives 
Charles R. Moffatt will, for the 
fret time in thirty-eight years, 
awake to himself a private 
Citizen. On that date his retire- 


ment from active service as a mem- 
‘ber of the Los Angeles police de- 
partment will have become effec- 
tive. His badge will be laid away. 
his chair in ‘the detective bureau 
at Central Station filled. his un- 
blemished record as a police of- 
ficer will remain an open book to 
Which any ambitious young officer 
may well turn for counsel and 
@xample. 

Inspector Moffatt was never the 
man for the limelight. But those 
who knew him, and he can count his 

ends not only among police of- 
ficers but in nearly every walk of 
life from the corner cigar store 
to diplomatic counsel chambers in 
Washington, knew him to be one 
of the best informed police officers 
in the country. 

His early history, colored by the 
stirring scenes of western pioneer 
life and the gold-rush days of

Sction. Because of his natura! 
reticence to talk about himself 
few persons know that Inspector 
Moffatt has been anything but an 
efficient officer of the law.

He was born March 11, 18657, 
in Agusta, Des Moines county, 
Iowa.

From the academy, Inspector 
Moffat, then 17 years of age, went 
into the service of the Ottumwa 
Times in Ottumwa. Wapallo coun- 
ty. asa printer. He remained with 
this paper during the year of 1875 
and the first of 1876, alternating 
as printer and reporter. 

Late in 1876 he became a miner 
in lead mines at Joplin, Mo, in 
which his father had an interest. 
Here he became seriously Ill along 
with many other miners due to 
the drinking of water which had 
been poisoned by lead drippings in 
the mine shaft. 

With his health temporarily 
shattered Inspector Moffatt then 
made hie first trek westward. He 
arrived in Sonoma county, Califor- 
nia, in April, 1877. where he quick- 
ly recuperated while working as 
a printer for the Russian River 
Flag. The following year he be- 
came associated with the Santa 
Rosa Democrat in the same ca- 
pacity. For a year more Inapec- 
tor Moffatt continued working as 
a printer. Then he left the print- 
ing trade for good to become in 
1880 superintendent of a large 
sheep ranch owned by his uncle, 
John Moffatt, an early California 
pioneer of 4 in the coastal moun- 
tain range.

Angeles. Holbrook, Arts., was at 
that time the receiving post for 
commissary supplies to Fort 
Apache brought in by the Santa 
Fe. Breed wae killed in a rallway 
accident and Inspector Mwffatt, at 
the request of the young man's fa- 
ther, settled his estate. 

When Inspector Moffatt again 
reached Los Angeles the sun was 
shining, but his pockets were emp- 
ty, so he asked Mr. Breed for 
a job. Mr. Breed was then Presi- 
dent of the City Council, and he 
obtained for Inspector Moffatt the 
Arat job he had on the local force, 
that of secretary to Chief of Po- 
lice John Skinner, and the Board 
of Police Commissioners, which at 
that time consisted of the Chief, 
the President of the City Council 
and the Mayor. “Billie” Work- 
man, father of Boyle Workman, 
was then Mayor. Inspector Moffatt 
worked his first day as a police 
officer April 29, 1887. Including 
himself there were eighty-seven 
members on the force. He built his 
present home on Lake street, which 
was then a dirt road running be- 
tween grain fields, and went to 
work on a one-mule-power car. In 
4889, two years later, he helped 
Chief Glass organize the first de- 
tective division in Los Angeles, 
which consisted of four regular 
detectives. 


GETS GOLD FEVER 
In 1898 the inspector got the 
gold fever and at the same time 
a year’s leave of absence. With 
thousands of others he answered 
the spell of the Yukon. His trip 
after landing in lighters at Dyea, 
just beyond Skaguay, his mushing 
over the Chilkoot Pass in January, 
the felling of fir trees in twelve 


feet of snow on the shores of Lake 
Bennett for the building of two 
boats, the subsequent trip through 
Miles Canyon and White Horse 
Rapids, into the Stewart River, 
down to Dawson City, his pros- 
pecting experience on Stewart Riv- 
er, and his final voyage of 1635 
miles down the Yukon to the Behr- 
ring Sea would make a story riva)i- 
ing any of the romances written 
around sourdoughs of the Kion- 
dike days. 

On the voyage from Dutch Har- 
bor to Seattle the ship on which 
Inspector Moffat was returning 
home was caught in one of the 
most disastrous storms of those 
early years. The vessel was blown 
out of her course hundreds of 
miles, her engines crippled, her 
sidestove in and narrowly pre- 
vented from sinking by the heroic 
work of crew and passengers. 

He returned to the department 
in 1899 where he Ras remained 
continuously until his retirement. 
Inspector Moffat took part in many 
important investigations, one of 
these being the round up of a 
notorious gang of counterfeiters 
who for several months, thirty 
years ago, passed hundreds of dol- 
lars worth of bogus $1 and $5 
gold pieces. One of the gang was 
trailed by Capt. Walter Aubel, then 
a co-worker of Inspector Moffatt’s 
to a lonely house near the end 
of the Temple-street car line. Au- 
bel, and Officers John Goodman, 
Benson and J. J. Hawley, working 
under Inspector Moffatt then 
crawled through a field of high 
wild mustard and broke into the 
house at dawn. The four mem- 
bers of the gang were captured in 
their beds.

Great Britain is paying dearly for its 
experiments under Liberal and Labor gov- 


With the best of intentions Parliament sad- 
dled upon the country a staggering charge, 
amounting now to about $250,000,000 an- 
nually, in a benevolent desire to make the 
lives of the needy happier and better worth 
the living. The net result to date is a de 
pleted treasury and a dissatisfied working 
class. When this policy was adopted a 
Prime Minister asserted that England wus 
about to “abolish poverty.” But the rich 
and poor alike are poorer than before the 
experiment in paternalism was initiated. 


Britain hearkened unto the plea of the 
trade unions and the Socialists and adopted 
national unemployment and sickness insur- 
ance, commonly known as “the dole”. and 
old-age pensions. It has tried kindly pater- 
nalism up to the hilt. It has burdened its | 
capable and once-prosperous citizens with 
tremendous taxes for this purpose at a time 
when it was gallantly endeavoring to pay 
It has, in fact, 
done everything which the trade unionists 
and the Socialists believed would create a 
working class paradise. 

And yet one only has to read a few trade- 
union editorials or the speeches of trade 
unionists in the House of Commons to real-

“The gradual drifting away from the 
farm to the city is one of the most regret- 


table tendencies of American life,” declared 
C. C. Young, Lieutenant Governor of this 
State, in an address at the opentng of the 
Sonoma-Marin Dairy Cattle Exhibition at 
Santa Rosa. : 


It appears that a century ago 95 per cent 
of the citizens of the United States lived 
in the country and on farms, the balance 
of 5 per cent living in the cities. At pres- 
ent, according to census statistics, 51 per 
cent of the people in this country are liv- 
ing in the city and California tops the climax 
with 68 per cent urban and only 32 per cent 


_| pursuing agricultural life. Add to this esti- 


mate the fact that most farming communi- 
ties in the State of California are made up 
of foreign elements, including orientals, and 
it follows that less than 25 per cent of the 
American people living in the Golden State 
belong to what has always been known as 
the backbone of a country, the farming 
class. 


Many reasons are advanced for this phe 
nomena! lack of proportion. Educational 
advantages for the younger generation used 
to be the most plausible argument in the 
long array. Gas, electricity and water fa- 
cilities came next. The lure of bright lights 
came last as an excuse for giddy tendencies 
of the modern age. Now our school system 
has been improved in the country to its 
highest efficiency and gas, electricity and 
water are piped and lined into country bath- 
rooms, kitchens, drawing-rooms and barns 
to accommodate the most fastidious taste 
of comfortable living, there remains only 
the apology of the city’s lure of frivolous 
inducements. 


History shows that empires commenced 
to totter and lean toward decadence as soon 


* robust manhood began to manifest signs 


of emasculation. Disintegration followed 
closely in the wake of degeneration from 
virility to effeminacy, which was usually 
regarded as growth of superculture for an 
excuse. Wealth always underlaid the causes 
which post-mortem examinations of defunct 
empires assigned as an explanation for the 
descent of hardy manhood to physical and 
moral enervation. When that stage was 
reached it became merely a matter for 
neighboring nations to watch their oppor-
